Reno will bitterly repent it if she 
does not put in a system of sewers to 
drain the town site. -The soil soon 
becomes poisoned and it will never 
become pure again when once im- 
pregnated. We have advantages that 
will give us a very cheap drainage, and 
no one should urge economy in such 
a matter. We will save in doctors’ 
bills all the sewers cost, and more, 
aod dectors can not always save a 
poisoned child. Boxes could be put 
in every second street running north 
and south from Fifth street to the 
river, aud the expense need not be 
great. The GazettE has one to carry 
off the water from the water-wheel, 
which cost less than two hundred dol- 
lars. Carson City has sewers that are 
two miles long and have to run away 
out into the ceuntry to get an outlet. 
Ours, could run right to the river. 
Carson is to-day one of the healihiest 
cities in any country. Her sewers 
were put in six or seven years ago and 
are four feet deep and four or five feet 
wide. She is now walling them up 
with stone. ‘They have been very 
useful in a sanitary way. We can 
well afford a similar system, and no 
time should be lost. While we sup- 
port saloons, churches and other lux- 
uries we cannot plead poverty as an 
excuse for allowing our children to 
die of poison.

SCARLET PEVER. 
A Few Pertinent Remarks Concerning 
This Dreadfal Disease. 

Perhaps it is not very generally 
known that the contagion of this dis- 
ease is most active after the fever has 
disappeared, and the disease has 
reached the staye called, in common 
parlance, the peeling of the dead 
skin,” sometimes in large patches, but 
generally in the form of branny scules, 
These little particles ot dead skin con- 
tain the contagion in the strongest 
form; and as the little patient has 


generally recovered sv as to be able to 
be around when this “ peeling” is at 
its hight, the disease is spread among 
its neighbors and playmates. Any 
person coming in contact with a child 
recovering from the disease runs the 
risk of carrying away enough conta- 
gion to take the disease himself or to 
communicate it to other children. A 
few moments’ stay in a cluse room 
where the process of “ peeling” is 
going on is sometimes sufficient to 
produce the disease; and close bodily 
contact, even in the open air, is equal- 
ly dangerous. 

Medical men say a child should be 
excluded from its mates or any one 
liable to the disease until the skin has 
reached its perfectly natural state. All 
clothing worn through sickness or 
convalescence should be burned. All 
rooms which have been exposed to the 
contagion should be emptied of their 
contents. Curtains and fixtures of 
cloth should be thoroughly disin- 
fected, and the reoms exposed to the 
fumes of burning sulphur for several 
hours or thoroughly purified with 
some of the more modern preparations 
ot carbolic acid or chlorulum. 

It is claimed by high authorities that, 
by an unremitting and intelligent use 
of disinfectants, and confining the sick 
child to one or two attendants, the 
disease—if taken in seasou—can be 
confined to one room of a house, and 
to one child in a family ot several 
children. For this purpose the sick 
room should be the uppermost room 
of the house. 

The best preventatives we can re- 
commend area whelesome diet, pure 
air and cleanliness, faith, and yood 


courage.

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A New Light. 
The asylum is to be supplied with 
gas by a new machine, invented by a 
man named Reynolds. It makes gas 


The generator is a small air-tight 
vessel, into which naphtha is put with 


a quantity of charcoal. A stream of 
air is furced through by clockwork 
run by a weight. The air in passing 
through the naptha and charcoal 
takes up gas and burns with a clear 
flame. The machine only costs a 
little over a hundred dollars, aad gas 
can be made for less than a dollar a 
thousand. It is to be extensively 
pushed io Nevada, and it is thought 
that it will be used for lighting and 
heating stores and houses. Crtting

RIVERS AND FISHES OF NEVADA 


An ltaterestiog Paper Rend by Hon. H. 
G8. Parker of Carson, Before the San 
Francisco Sports men's Club. 

While not attempting to enlighten 
anyone as to the rivers of Nevada, 
their source, course, volume and sink, 
Il may be permitted from the inland 
seas receiving their waters, and from 
the evaporation constantly going on, 
to revert to Nevada’s waters as unli<e 
all others outside of the great Ameri- 
can Basin. Perhaps the rivers of no 
State or country received their names 
from more celebrated travelers, ex- 
plorers and soldiers than in Nevada. 
Prior to the discovery of gold in Culi - 
fornia, Humboldt, the great scholar 
and traveler, journeyed down the 
longest and largest river emptying 
into our inland sea, which river to- 
day bears the name of this most dis- 
tinguished savant. It was the articu- 
lation ef the Pathfinder’s” trusted 
guide that caused General fremont to 
write Truckee” as the name for the 

rand river that drains Lake Tahoe. 
t has been my pleasure to ascend the 


summit from which Kit Carson, the 
celebrated scout and Union soldier 


first viewed 
CARSON VALLEY, 

And gave the silvery stream coursing 
through rich meadows, his own name 
—a name then and since, both in his- 
tory and romance, so proudly men= 
tioned in discoveries and war, that 
his followers, knowing the daring and 
purity ot their commander, compared 
the dashing waters, fresh from the 
snow-banks of the Sierras, to the in- 
trepid scout that fulfilled every mis— 
sion, led them from dangers and 
halted only when ready to quench 
their thirst from the cooling waters of 
the Carson. 

Walker River has its source in the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. Her sev- 


eral branches after leaving California 


run through Esmeralda county; while 
the main Walker forms and empties 
into Walker lake. This river took its 


name from an old mountaineer and 


trapper, who, as early as 1864, had 
penetrated these mountain fastnesses, 
set his traps along the river bearing 
his name, traversed the adjacent val- 
leys, little thinking the “toll road 
fiend” would at some future day de- 
mand tribute, or the Ratirvad 
Gazetteer would index Railroad 
crossings of the Walker.” These fo + 
comprise Our main rivers, if I may 
not mention Reese river, whose float- 
ing palaces and ferry-boats having 
been hauled off and placed on the dry 
dock to give way to the iron horse, 
are now in a state of majestic decay, 
while their human freight, the 
‘pioneers of 1863,“ look from their 
prosperous gitysia the Toyah Range 
with as much delight upon this his- 
toric river as did the Israelites upon 


Jordan, or De Seto when he first 
gazed upon the Father of Waters. 


The three branches of the Owyhe 
uniting in Idaho rise in Elko county, 
as wellas the Breauneau, one of the 
main tributaries of Snike River. 
These flow northerly into and through 
the Columbia, discharging their waters 
into the Pacific. 

ON OUR SOUTHERN BORDER 


We have the Colorado, skirting the 
boundary of Lincoln county for about 
125 miles. In this county the Muddy, 
Vegas and Rio-Virgio have their rise, 


flow south and empty into the Colora- 
do. 


The Armagosa rises in Nye coun- 
tv, flows southerly and wastes her 
waters in the lap of Death Val 
None of these rivers, other than 

Humboldt and Colorado, receive e 


waters of the Humboldt and Carson 
rivers. Here the absorption and evap- 


oration is so great that during the 


Fall months but little of the large 
volume of waters carried down these 
rivers can be scen; enough, however, 


and its saline character has justified 


me in stocking them with salmon, be- 
lieving the salt water required by 
these fish will here be found. In the 
Maggie, Mary and Pine Creeks, the 
principal tributaries of the Humboldt 


in Nevada, are found the best quality 
of finest flavored trout. 


The same 
may be said of the trout in the Hum- 
boldt. These fish, from one-half to 
3ix pounds in weight, in color and 


shape resemble more the speckled 


trout of northern Pennsylvania, or 
from streams fluwing into the Susque- 
haona, than any of the several species 
west ef the Rocky Mountains. A more 


WARKLIKE ‘‘ BITER” 


Cannot be found; and while the beau- 


tiful valleys and wild mountain gorges 
through which these streams run make 


a day’s angling most enjoyable, a more 
choice repast cannot be served than 
from. these delicious, white-flanked, 
firm trout, sure to be ready for the 


pan when the evening camp-fire is 
lighted. 

Among the must peculiar and least 
known fish in Nevada is the Couewe 
(pronounced que wee—Ep. GazerrTe}, 
a native of and found only in Pyramid 
and Winnemucca lakes. This fish be- 
loags to the sucker persuasion and 
averages about four pounds, and when 
first caught and properly cooked is 
not uolike our lake suckers, but after 
remaining out of water four or five 
hours it is wörthless for food. During 
the month uf March, the only season 
of the year when these fish are 8 2, 
large numbers are taken and cured 
the Indians. It is at this season of 
the year that one of the natives’ hoii- 
days is most e 2 Indians of all 
ages participating in this required 
duty, made traditional by the yearly 
reanion of their forefathers. In 1877 
it was my good fortune to have the

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Nevada Legislaturę a bill creating a 
FISH COMMISSION 


For stocking the waters with fish, and 
to provide a fund for the purpose of 
carrying ont the provisions of the 
measure, The Governor signed the 
bill, and to punish me for introduc: 
ing such a measure, appointed me 
Fish Commissioner without salary, or 
the hope or éxpectation of fee or 
reward. One thousand dollars was 
appropriated, and from this sum J 
was enabled to make such favorable 
reports, that at the next session of 
1879, four thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated, and at the session of 1881, 
$2,000 more was granted for the years 
1881-2. Of these several appropria- 
tions, less than $3,000 has been ex- 
pended, and over 180 plants have been 
made; besides, a atching-house has 
been furnished, flah-cans purchased 
and nearly 1,000,000 fish have been 
hatched and distributed. So far I 
have hatched only McCloud river 
trout, land-locked salmon from Maine, 
and Eastern brook trout. While this 
small expenditure would seem to indi- 
cate but little work in the interest in- 
tended to be benefitted, it must be re 

membered that though our streams are 
grand, the business is new and our wat- 
ers,from theit saline character, peculiar. 
Hence, experiments had to be made, 
and in doing so, failures and mistakes 
had to be guarded against. Other 
States, haviog several Fish Commis- 
sioners, with large appropriations and 
thousands of miles of rivera to stock, 
bring all their rivalry and combined 
energy from their various sections into 
thorough investigation of the work. 
Large and interesting volumes are 
compiled and the most readable and 
beneficial information derived from 
them. But more noticeable in their 
work is the benefft made apparent by 
the variety and great numbers of 


SUPERIOR FOOD FISHES 


Brought witbin the reach of nearly all 
qur people. Believiug it better to“ go 
slow than to make mistakes,” I have 
confined the planting of Nevada's 
streams, other than the several kinds 
of trout heretofore mentioned, with 
catfish and perch, our muddy streams 


fish. Most gratifying results have 
been observed. Reports from nearly 
every plant are at hand, and the in- 
crease and general healthy character 
ef the young fish assures me that io 
every instance I was in nowise mis— 
taken as to the nature of the water 
and adaptability of fish introduced. 
The most destructive element to fish 
in Nevada, so far discovered, is the 
great quantity of sawdust annually 
discharged into the Carson and 
Truckee rivers. There being no effec- 
tive law to prevent it, all attempts at 
remedy have proved futile, and until 
some.strong reciprocal laws between 
Califurnia and Nevada can be adopted 
and enforced, no relief from this 
practice can be hoped for. The large 
amount of capital invested in the 
manutacture et lumber will hardly 
give way to the comparatively insig- 
nificant revenue or employment de- 
rived from the fish business. Hence, 
without kindly considerate protection 
by the lumbering interest in the ab- 
sence of needed Aer we must expect, 
instead of an increase, a gradual 
diminution in the rivers above named 
and their tributaries. From the 
poisonous substances used in quartz 
mills on the upper Carson, much ia- 
jary must result, particularly to the 
young fish, as the spawning beds are 
in this locality; but as it is within the 
boundary of California, the Fish 
Commissioner is powerless in sup— 
pressing the evil and can only repert 
its existence. Other than’ this no 
complaints against deleterious sub- 
stances have been made.
